Chinese Break Up 
2-Way American 
Assault On Baldy 


SEOUL (^—Fighting in a rain 
of American fire, Chinese Reds 
broke up a two-pointed U. S. at­ 
tack today in the bloody trenches 
of Old Baldy. 
At nightfall the Americans were 
back where they started, about 125 
yards down the bare, windswept 
western front hill. 
The fighting, now in its third 
day, was vicious and deadly. 
One officer said the Americans 
drew Red fire “every tim e they 
popped their heads up.” 
As darkness fell, infantry fight­ 
ing eased off while the big guns 
o f both sides slugged it out. 
The Reds swept over Old Baldy 
Monday night and the Americans 
have been trying to get it back 
ainee. 
One American attack force push­ 
ed off this morning toward a Red 
trench network on the northeast 
and was stopped cold. 
Another lashed out toward the 
Northwest. A division officer said 
this one ‘‘got close” but was fi­ 
nally ordered back in the after­ 
noon 
“when the

It was trench-fighting, a blaze 
of close-quarter grenade and small 
arm s fire.

day to stop dumping trash and

Health might order it enclosed at 
their expense. 
Dr. E. G. Kuhlman, city health 
com missioner, sent the warning in 
letters addressed to each person 
listed on city engineer’s office rec­ 
ords as the owner of property along 
the run. 
The letters went to residents of 
Chaffin St., First Ave., Locust Ave., 
Mulberry St., Dewey Ave., Harker 
Ave., Central Ave., Mapletree St., 
Pennsylvania Ave., Virginia Ave. 
and Elm tree St. 
“Why 
pay 
taxes, 
then 
throw 
waste and garbage into the stream, 
only to pay more taxes to have 
the run cleaned—this in addition to 
the taxes we pay for garbage and 
waste disposal?” the health com ­ 
m issioner’s letter asked. 
“The city is compelled to spend 
thousands of dollars to clean up 
some of its filthy and needlessly- 
polluted stream s, all due to the 
careless, indifferent lack of civic 
pride,” he wrote. 
“ If 
each 
resident 
along 
both 
sides of this stream did his part, 
these thousands of dollars could be 
saved the taxpayer,” he said. 
He suggested that residents of 
the district “walk along the stream 
up to Dewey Ave.” declaring that 
they will “experience a feeling of 
disgust and humility and wonde’ 
how filthy people can becom e.” 
The threat of state action cam e 
in the final paragraph of the doc­ 
tor’s letter. 
“ In the event that this warning 
is ignored, it then becom es a m at­ 
ter for the State Board of Health 
to clean up this stream pollution 
with the direct expense by assess­ 
ment to the residents and property- 
holders,” he wrote.

With French 


Pledge For Faster 
Action On EDC To Be

WASHINGTON UP — President 
Eisenhower and his top aides were 
prepared today to launch a series 
of important cold war talks with 
the visiting 36-man delegation of 
high French officials headed 
by 
Prem ier Rene Mayer. 
During a three-day 
conference 
beginning today, Mayor reportedly 
plans to review nine key world 
problems—and try to line up more 
American military and economic 
aid for France and Indochina. 
Vice President Nixon and Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles head a big 
welcoming

French Prem ier. 
In advance of his arrival, re­ 
sponsible American officials made 
plain their main goal during the 
talks will be to prod M ayer into 
pledging faster action by France 
in approving a long-delayed Euro­ 
pean army plan.

LONDON 
UP—Queen 
Elizabeth 
II today decreed a month’s mourn­ 
ing for Queen Mary, thus carrying 
out the wish of her grandmother 
that nothing interfere with Eliza­ 
beth’s coronation in June. Ending 
the period of mourning after a 
month will allow plenty* of tim e for 
pre-coronation arrangem ents and 
activities. 
Queen Mary died peacefully in 
her sleep Tuesday night at the age 
of 85. 
Elizabeth, accompanied by the 
Duke of Edinburgh, was among 
the descendants of Queen Mary 
who drove slowly up to Marlbor­ 
ough House today. All were at­ 
tired in deep mourning. Their faces 
were heavy with grief and they 
bowed their heads as they walked 
into Queen M ary’s home to discuss 
funeral arrangements. 
Elizabeth and her husband stay­ 
ed for 40 minutes. Other visitors 
included the Queen Mother Eliza­ 
beth, Princess Margaret, the Duke 
of Windsor, the Duchess of Kent 
(widow of M ary’s fifth child) and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. 
Geoffrey Fisher.

There is a lesson to be learned from the latest 
in a long series of sour notes by spokesmen 
for the Kremlin. It has been waiting to be 
learned a long time.

of good will. There is a firm protest aginst It 
now, when a probably accidental combination 
of chance rem arks has been foolishly inter­ 
preted as evidence of good will, only to be 
offset by a fresh outburst of rancor. 
The Kremlin has been in the business of hat­ 
ing the world for a third of a century. There 
is nothing whimsical, certainly nothing extem ­ 
poraneous about anything it does. 
The only whimsicality in the whole setup, the 
only thing made up on the spur of the moment* 
is the American practice of embroidering elab­ 
orate conjectures on grunts, groans, belches, 
whisperings 
and 
tongue-cluckings 
from 
the 
world’s busiest and 
least 
scrupulous 
propa­ 
ganda mill. 
There will be a time when Americans can­ 
not be fooled any more by this sort of thing 
and no one will be a party to any further at­ 
tem pts to mislead them. It should have hap­ 
pened before the end of World War II in 1945. 
With a little attention, perhaps it can be made 
to happen by 1954, when there has been tim e 
to learn that Malenkov does not love his neigh­ 
bors any more than Stalin, who was still hating 
them with his dying breath.

It is a product of an obscene con­ 
cept of m an, a distortion of the 
natural sciences which would re­ 
duce the human species to a thing,

entity,

in 
worth than the cattle of the field, 
no more dignified than a snake 
that m ay be useful if it catches 
rodents but becomes harm ful if it 
kills chickens. 


WHEN MAN is reduced to noth­ 
ing, slavery reasserts itself. In the 
19th century, slavery was abhor­ 
red as an inhuman institution; in 
the 20th century, slavery is re­ 
stored as a system of life, as a 
destructive competitor with 
free 
men. 
In the political field, slavery has 
reasserted itself in the reduction 
of the num ber of human beings 
who have a voice in the choice of 
their own government. 
Fewer countries enjoy a parlia­ 
m entary form of government in 
1953 than did in 1914; in fewer 
countries is the secret ballot for 
the election of public officials now 
in vogue.

The most po­ 
tent force for liberty was the ac­ 
ceptance of the doctrine that the 
individual could pursue in freedom 
any line of inquiry and could ex­ 
press his conclusions 
and 
ideas 
without restraint. 


The limitations, apart from the 
libel laws, were that the thought 
I should not develop into overt acts, 
' which it did. nonetheless, in the 
form of vast social and political 
revolutions that altered the life of 
the peoples of Europe and Asia. 


SUCH FREEDOM of thought is 
now not tolerated in most parts of 
, the world. Undoubtedly the freest 


J countries rem ain those in the or­ 
bit of the Anglo - Saxon tradition, 
the United States, G reat Britain 
and the British Dominions. 
Even in those lands, the fears 
engendered by the co-existence, to 
coin a phrase, of Stalinism produce 
a deep suspicion that certain ex­ 
pressions of thought are, in real­ 
ity, designed to cover acts of sub­ 
version. And the horror of it is 
that the suspicion has a basis in 
truth. 
Stalinism not only demanded, in 
its own sphere, an abject accept­ 
ance of the m aster’s views as fi­ 
nally 
correct, 
but 
it employed 
mechanism s of public opinion to 
abuse those who rejected its ob- 
I scenities. 
Thus, in lands where Stalinism 
is repulsed, as in the U n i t e d 
States, those who do not serve 
what is dishonestly called liberal­ 
ism, which has 
come 
to 
mean 
nothing 
but 
a 
sympathetic 
ap- 
i proach to Stalinism, have b e e rf 
abused as Fascists, a term now 
I equally incoherent. 


EVEN IN 
universities, 
where 
objective inquiry and thought is 
custom ary, Stalinism has introduc­ 
ed rigidities of intellectual design. 
For instance, the rejection of the 
; supernatural is not m erely a pro­ 
test against God; it actually works 
itself into an orthodox acceptance 
of biological hypotheses as proved 
truths, the scientist conforming as 
undeviatingly to accepted dogma 
as the theologian whom he accuses 
of superstition. The mind of man 
is put in an iron vise. 
The madness of it all is that so 
many have so completely lost sight 
of freedom and its values that 
they have come to believe it to be 
a 
m elodram atic 
expostulation. 
They suborn their minds by such 
meaningless words as democracy 
and security which can in no m an­ 
ner be translated into the language 
of our civilization. 
In a word, they have spiritually 
capitulated to the enemy by be­ 
traying their own household gods. 
This is what our present war is 
about and it is impossible not to 
repeat that the essence of our re­ 
sistance to our enemy m ust be 
freedom — freedom for the in­ 
dividual, not 
conformity 
to the 
m ass or subjection to government.

So. ironically, the front men for 
the whole “Operation Infiltration’’. , 
through which the friends of the 
Soviets had hoped to turn Ameri­ 
can’s industrial millions against our 
own policies, will get the most 
democratic of trials from workers 
representing 1.200 UAW locals. 
In reporting to the convention, 
Reuther warned it. however, that:

Charles E. Bohlen may be the 
man the President and the secre­ 
tary of state think is qualified to 
go to Moscow at this time as the 
American am bassador because he 
speaks Russian and has some dip­ 
lomatic experience, but a lot of 
Am ericans will wonder if someone 
else who was not entangled in the 
controversies of the previous ad­ 
m inistration might better h a v e 
been chosen. 
For the record of the part that 
Alger Hiss played at Yalta as giv­ 
en by Bohlen in his testimony ei­ 
ther indicates that the late Ed­ 
ward R. Stettinius. in his book on 
Yalta, made a faulty presentation 
or that Bohlen is much more con­ 
cerned with minimizing the part 
played by Alger Hiss than in giv­ 
ing the sam e picture that Stettinius 
did. 
At the outset of his testimony 
to the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, Bohlen said the Stet­ 
tinius book “ Is a scrupulously ac­ 
curate account of what actually 
transpired at Y alta.’’ But w h a t 
Bohlen said later on isn’t quite in 
accord with what the Stettinius 
book indicates. 
Thus. Bohlen s a v s Hiss dealt 
with United Nations affairs at Yal­ 
ta “ and confined his activities to 
th at.” Bohlen emphasized that Hiss 
w asn’t present at the Roosevelt- 
Churchill- Stalin meetings, but he 
seems not to have recognized the 
powerful role Hiss played as an 
adviser 
to 
President 
Roosevelt 
through Secretary Stettinius. Thus, 
Stettinius in his book writes of the 
Yalta conference: 
“The next morning H arrim an. 
Matthews. Hiss. Bohlen, and I met 
with the President on the s u n 
porch overlooking the sea. to re­ 
view our proposals for the confer­ 
ence agenda.” 
Sen. Knowland — reading from 
the Stettinius book — at this point 
in the hearing rem arked that there 
were other references to Hiss “ but 
that at least would seem to indi­ 
cate that he did more than merely 
sit in on these large plenary m eet­ 
ings.” 
Bohlen said he thought the ques­ 
tion asked him was about the par­ 
ticipation by Hiss in the private 
meetings between Roosevelt 
and 
Stalin, and Sen. Knowland rem ind­ 
ed him that the committee wanted 
to know more about the role that 
Hiss actually played at Yalta. It 
was then Bohlen said: 
“ Hiss was there, as an adviser 
to the secretary of state, not there 
as an adviser to President Roose­ 
velt direct, and at these meeings 
my recollecion is that Hiss part 
in it dealt 
virtually 
exclusively 
with the United Nations business, 
which was, of course, a very big 
subject.”

trusteeship issue,” which he show­ 
ed to Churchill and “ seemed to 
satisfy him .” 
Stettinius had unbounded confi­ 
dence in Alger Hiss, and the lat­ 
ter was in a position still — if he 
wished — to tell the other side 
w’hat was happening on the inside 
of the American delegation. 
Stettinius in his book, published 
in November 1949, notwithstanding 
the disclosures in the first H i s s 
trial, says he “Always had reason 
to believe that Hiss acted honor- 


’ ably and patriotically.” He adds: 
“Shortly after I became under­ 
secretary of state — October 1943 
—with the approval of the Presi­ 
dent and Mr. Hull I called on the 
FBI to conduct a security exami- 
| nation of the State Departm ent. 
Assistant secretary 
of 
state 
G. 
Howland Shaw served as liaison 
with the FBI during this exam ina­ 
tion. 
“ I never heard of any question­ 
ing of Hiss’s loyalty from anyone 
inside or outside of the State De­ 
partm ent or from the FBI during 
my term of service in the Depart­ 
m ent.” 
Stettinius is dead. Shaw is avail­ 
able to clarify the situation — in 
fact, Secretary Acheson appointed 
him recently on a special panel 
to review the case of John Carter 
Vincent, who by a 3-to-2 vote had 
been declared ineligible for loyalty 
reasons 
by 
President Trum an’s 
Loyalty Review Board. 
What are the facts? W hittaker 
Cham bers in his book says he told 
about Hiss in 1939 to assistant sec­ 
retary of state Adolph Berle, who 
talked to President Roosevelt about 
it, and the latter pooh-poohed it. 
poohed it. 
Then in 1941 the FBI took up the 
trail against Hiss. What was in 
the FBI file from 1941 on? Cer­ 
tainly all that Chambers later tes­ 
tified to must have been in that 
file, and hence there m ust have 
been some failure of the FBI in­ 
formation to reach Shaw or Stet­ 
tinius, or both, in 1943. 
It’s a m ystery that ought to be 
cleared up because, if the State 
Departm ent high officials can be 
duped once. they can be duped 
again, just as the officials of the 
British Foreign Office have been 
duped by Communist agents in re­ 
cent years.

But Perini was given a “ walk”— 
the longest walk in baseball history, clear from 
M assachusetts to W isconsin’ What goes? 


It doesn’t make sense to the average man, 
and even Congress is talking of an inquiry ti 
see w'hy the scorecard should say “ Left on 
bases” in the case of Veeck, and “ Intentional 
pass” in the case of Lou Perini. 


It’s been a drab and depressing season of con­ 
gressional inquiries, and a probe into why base­ 
ball operators don t behave like other human 
beings might give a welcome touch of lightness 
to the spring season generally. 


We would be especially interested in the an* 
swers to the question “Do you favor numbering 
the club owners instead of the ballplayers so 
there m ay be less confusion among the specta­ 
tors? Also “if it is okay for Perini to hit one 
800 miles to left field, why isn’t it okay for 
Veeck to knock one a sim ilar distance in an op­ 
posite direction?”

The question. “ Do the Braves still live around 
here?” or “W hatever became of the Browns?” 
was never thought of. 


There is consternation among rooters every­ 
where and we have even run across a Brooklyn 
fan who has a terrorizing fear that a day m ay 
come when he will go to Ebbets Field and be 
told, “The Bums are residing in Chicago now. 
Hadn’t you heard?” The ballplayers might be 
tourists but the franchises never were. 


The prospect of big - league ball clubs being 
AWOL is hard to take, especially in the bleach­ 
ers, and there will be a revolution in shirt­ 
sleeves the day these loyal rooters show up at 
New York. Pittsburgh or Philadelphia and find 
the whole outfit has moved to the Canal Zone. 


We trust and hope that the switches will not 
become epidemic and that all club owners will 
be prevented from moving the entire club dur­ 
ing a pitcher’s windup. May we never read a 
baseball story beginning, “The Giants went four 
innings against the Phillies in New York today 
but the last five innings were played between 
two other clubs in Yokomo, due to changes in 
the business situation.”

Charge Booklet's 
Full Of Propaganda 


COLUMBUS. O. — “Flagrant er­ 
rors’* and “transparent propagan­ 
da” are contained in a booklet is»- 
sued by the promoters of the pro­ 
posed lake-to-river belt conveyor. 
Ohio railroads declare. 
“We don’t question the right of 
the men behind this scheme to 
spend their money on the printing 
and mailing of thousands of ex­ 
pensive 34-page booklets,” s a i d 
Rufus H. Flinn, chairman of the 
Special Transportation Committee 
and railroad spokesman, “but we 
are going to insist that they tell 
the truth” . 
Flinn made public a letter from 
Roy S. Kern, freight rate authori­ 
ty of Pittsburgh and chairman of 
the Coal, Coke and Ijron Ore Com­ 
mittee of the Central Territory 
Railroads, which takes exception 
to some of the statements present­ 
ed as fact in the brochure. 
“In the first place,” said Kern, 
“these people don’t know what they 
are talking about when they sa.y 
that the Pittsburgh-to-Youngstown 
coal rate is 15.5 cents a ton less 
than the rate from the ‘Ohio No. 
8’ area (Steubenville, Cadiz, St. 
Clairsville and vicinity) to Youngs­ 
town. The truth is exactly the op­ 
posite. 
“Again, 
the 
promoters 
claim 
that the lake cargo coal rate gives 
Detroit and other cities a great 
advantage over Cleveland and oth­ 
er Ohio lake ports. This is a gaudy 
untruth, which the pamphlet does 
not even attempt to back up with 
facts. The writers apparently con-' 
cocted this whopper by taking the 
lake cargo coal rate and ignoring 
the boat loading and unloading and 
vessel charges. 
“The pamphlet weeps crocodile 
tears over alleged inroads by fuel 
oil and gas into the market for 
Ohio coal, and to prove this con­ 
tention selected the year 1949, dur­ 
ing which there were coal strikes 
and three-day weeks; and further 
to bolster a shaky argument, they 
left out part of the figures. The 
truth is that the market for Ohio 
coal in the “belt area” has been 
increasing. It was greater in 1952 
than in prior years. This fact is 
ignored in the pamphlet, presuma­ 
bly because it is contrary to argu­ 
ments advanced by the promoters. 
“These are only a few examples 
of flagrant error in this piece of 
transparent propaganda,” conclud­ 
ed Kern. From these, the public 
can decide whether its authors 
have sufficient widom and judg­ 
ment to be entrusted with the right

which they seek, to seize a man’s 
property by legal process.**

U.S. Chamber Against 
Plan Of AFL Leader 
• 
WASHINGTON i/P — The U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce today op­ 
posed compulsory arbitration of 
national emergency labor disputes. 
A day earlier, such arbitration of 
disputes big enough to threaten na­ 
tional safety had been proposed by 
a top AFL union leader. 
Powell C. Groner, president of 
the Kansas City transit system 
and spokesman for the Chamber, 


i told the Senate Labor Committee 
j that invoking compulsory arbitra­ 
tio n is inconsistent with collective 
bargaining. Under compulsory ar­ 
bitration, a dispute is referred to a 
third party or board, whose deci­ 
sion is binding on the disputants. 
The House Labor Committee re­ 
ceived testimony yesterday from 
Al J. Hayes, 
president of the 
AFL’s International Association of 
Machinists, 
recommending 
com­ 
pulsory arbitration as a method of 
settling big strikes threatening the 
nation’s health or safety. 
Under the present Taft-Hartley 
law such strikes can be held up 
by 80-day court injunctions, but 
there is no method of settling the 
basic employer-union disputes in­ 
volved. The committee is consid­ 
ering proposals for changes in the 
law.

for them to do at their age. 
In all cases of early smoking by 
children, the m ain thing is not to 
force them to smoke in secret. It 
m ay be easy to insist that a child, 
even in his later teens, n e v e r 
smoke in your house or in your 
presence. 
But 
this 
requirem ent 
alone won’t keep him from smok­ 
ing elsewhere. 
A thousand tim es worse t h a n 
his or her smoking then is the loss 
of a priceless relationship w i t h 
you that is not easily regained. 
When, on the other hand, the par­ 
ent-child relationship always has 
been mutually trustful and com­ 
panionable, most youths will choose 
not to smoke unduly early, some 
not to begin to smoke at all.

Churchill told the House he would 
m ake an address of condolence to 
Queen Elizabeth today, then ask 
adjourm ent for the day ‘‘as an ex­ 
pression of our profound sorrow 
and respect.” 
In Ottawa, Prim e M inister Louis 
St. Laurent announced the death 
to the Canadian Commons and that 
House also adjourned. 
As Churchill spoke, a solemn 
attendant a few blocks away post­ 
ed the fourth and last medical bul­ 
letin of the day on the gates of 
Marlborough House. 
Edged in black, it said simply: 
‘‘While sleeping peacefully, Queen 
M ary died at twenty minutes past 
ten o’clock.” 
Four generations of Britons, who 
knew and loved her as the proud 
symbol of royalty paid their trib­ 
ute.

Army, four Navy and one Air 
Force officer from a group of vol­ 
unteers for yesterday’s close ap­ 
proach.
